To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hinckley 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen., 


Again  have  I the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
in  respect  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Hinckley  Urban 
District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1913. 


I will  commence  by  giving  the  following  short  summary  of  the 
Vital  Statistics  of  Births  and  Deaths,  etc.,  occurring  in  your  district 
during  the  past  year.

I have  estimated  the  population  of  the  Hinckley  Urban  District 
at  the  middle  of  the  year  1913  at  13,100,  being  100  more  than  the 
estimate  given  for  1912.  At  the  end  of  the  year  I understand  the 
population  would  be  about  13,156.  However,  all  the  calculations  that 
follow  have  been  based  on  the  13,100  estimate.

Seven  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  brought  to  my  notice,  as 
compared  with  12  cases  in  1912  and  8 cases  in  1911.  These  have  all 
been  attended  to  and  remedied.  The  work  under  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act,  igog,  has  again  been  the  means  of  bringing  to 
light  these  conditions.  During  the  year  plans  for  the  erection  of  30 
new  houses  were  approved,  and  all  these  have  been  completed.  In 
addition  to  the  above  six  of  the  Council's  workmen’s  dwellings  were 
completed  and  inhabited,  and  the  remaining  six  will  be  completed 
within  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  324, 
there  being  no  Inward  or  Outward  Transfers  registered  during  the 
year.  This  is  a decrease  of  17  Births  registered  as  compared  with  1912. 
and  an  increase  of  9 as  compared  with  the  year  1911. 

These  births  include  9 illegitimate  children,  5 being  males  and 
4 females,  as  compared  with  11  illegitimate  births  (4  males  and  7 
females)  in  1912.  One  male  illegitimate  birth  took  place  at  the  Union 
Workhouse  as  compared  with  2 in  1912.  The  following  table  gives  the

Of  the  324  births  it  will  thus  be  seen  that  160  were  males  and  164 
were  females,  giving  an  average  birth  rate  of  24.7  per  1,000,  as  com- 
pared with  341  births,  an  average  birth  rate  of  26.2  per  1,000  in  1912, 
and  315  briths  with  an  average  birth  rate  of  24.4  per  1,000  in  1911. 
The  natural  increase  in  the  population,  i.e.,  the  increase  of  births  over 
nett  deaths,  was  152,  as  compared  with  165  in  1912  and  131  in  1911. 

The  total  number  of  nett  deaths  registered  during 
the  year  was  172,  as  compared  with  176  in  1912,  and  185  in  1911. 
The  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district,  certified  and 
uncertified,  was  171,  of  which  85  were  males  and  86  females,  giving 
an  average  death  rate  of  13.05  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  179  deaths 
with  an  average  death  rate  of  13.7  in  'O12.  This  is  inclusive  of  14 
deaths  (6  males  and  8 females)  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  and  8 deaths 
(2  males  and  6 females)  at  the  Cottage  Hospital. 
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There  were  5 deaths  (2  males  and  3 females)  of  non  residents  at 
the  Workhouse,  and  2 deaths  (females)  of  non-residents  at  the  Cottage 
Hospital.  There  were  10  deaths  of  residents  belonging  to  the  district 
registered  outside  the  district  as  reported  to  me  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  There  were  9 deaths  of  non-residents  registered  in 
the  district  according  to  the  returns  supplied  to  me  by  the  local  Regis- 
trar of  Deaths,  though  only  <S  have  been  treated  by  the  Registrar 
General  as  transferable  away  from  the  district.  In  order  therefore  to 
arrive  at  the  nett  deaths  for  the  district  it  is  necessary  to  add  to  the 
total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  (171)  the  number  of  deaths 
of  residents  not  registered  in  the  district,  namely  10,  and  subtract  the 
number  of  deaths  of  non-residents  registered  in  the  district,  namely 
9,  giving  a total  of  172  nett  deaths,  giving  an  average  nett  death  rate 
of  13.1  per  1,000,  a>  compared  with  176  nett  deaths  with  an  average 
nett  death  rate  of  13.5  in  1912. 

The  Registrar  General  has  this  year  supplied  all  Medical  Officers 
of  Health,  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a factor 
which  provides  an  additional  rate  in  order  that  the  death  rate  of  each 
sanitary  area  shall  be  comparable  as  regards  age  and  sex  with  the 
death  rates  of  other  sanitary  areas  through  the  whole  country.  By 
multiplying  the  nett  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  by  this  factor 
the  necessary  comparable  rate  is  obtained.  The  nett  deaths  in  the 
district  being  172,  and  multiplied  by  the  above  factor  1.0114  gives  the 
“comparable  death  rate”  of  173.9608.  The  actual  number  of  certified

The  month  of  May  had  the  fewest  number  of  deaths  registered,  and 
February,  though  the  shortest  month,  the  most  deaths  registered. 
This  month  accounted  for  a great  many  deaths  from  Phthisis  and  Acute 
Bronchitis.  For  the  weeks  ending  March  29th,  May  3rd  and  July  19th, 
there  were  no  deaths  registered.  The  following  table  gives  the  ages 
at  which  death  took  place  in  1913: —

Of  these  172  deaths  170  were  certified  and  2 uncertified,  the  latter  being 
a female  of  4 months  from  Convulsions,  and  a male  of  So  years  from 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage.  The  deaths  under  1 year  of  age,  with  those 
over  65,  total  94 — more  than  half  the  deaths  of  the  year.

The  number  of  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  was  36,  as  compared 
with  28  in  1912,  and  41  in  ign.  This  gives  an  average  rate  per  1,000 
nett  births  of  111.1.  as  compared  with  82. 1 in  1912,  and  though  not  so 
satisfactory  as  in  1912,  it  compares  more  than  favourably  with  former 
years. 


Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  Health  Visitor:,  are  informed 
through  the  County  Council  of  every  birth,  and  very  helpful  has  been 
the  advice  tendered  by  them  to  the  mother  as  to  the  general  care  for 
the  upbringing  of  the  infant.  There  was  one  death  of  an  illegitimate 
child,  a female  of  28  days  old  from  Bronchitis,  as  compared  with  three 
deaths  in  1912.

There  were  6 deaths  registered  during  the  past  year,  as  compared 
with  g deaths  in  igia.  Of  these  one  was  due  to  Enteric,  2 due  to 
Pertussis,  1 to  Diphtheria,  1 to  Diarrhoea,  and  1 to  Enteritis,  giving 
a Zymotic  death  rate  of  .45  per  1,000  ,as  compared  with  .6g  per  r.ooo 
in  igi2. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  at  this  Institution  during  the  past 
year  was  go,  as  compared  with  05  given  for  igia.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  that  took  place  here  was  14,  as  compred  with  17  in  1912, 
and  16  in  191 1.  Of  these  14  deaths  6 were  males  and  8 females.  The 
oldest  death  registered  was  a male  of  80  years,  and  the  youngest  a 
male  infant  of  11  month-.  Five  of  the  deaths  registered  were  of  persons 
outside  the  district,  and  9 deaths  were  of  residents  belonging  to  the 
district.  Of  those  outside  the  district  2 belonged  to  Earl  Shilton,  1 
to  Sapcotc,  1 to  Stoney  Stanton  and  1 to  Barwell. 


This  excellent  institution  continues  to  do  splendid  work  for  the 
town  and  district  of  Hinckley  as  shown  by  the  large  amount  of  work 
got  through  during  the  pasi  year.  The  staff  consists  of  the  matron 
with  2 assistant  nurses,  as  well  as  a night  nurse;  in  addition  there 
is  the  district  nurse,  who  attends  to  the  sick  in  their  own  homes  when 
asked  to  do  so  by  the  medical  practitioners,  in  attendance.  The 
Hospital  consists  of  2 wards,  male  and  female,  with  6 beds  each,  and 
these  are  seldom  empty.  Two  hundred  patients  (108  males 
and  g2  females)  were  admitted  during  the  year,  being  the  largest  num- 
ber the  Hospital  has  had  to  deal  with  since  coming  into  existence. 
The  average  stay  of  the.ie  patients  in  Hospital  was  a little  over  15 
days  each.  More  than  50  per  cent,  were  patients  under  15  yeats  of 
age.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Committee  have  had  under  con- 
sideration plans  for  the  erection  of  a Children’s  Department  to  cope 
with  this  important  section  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  I trust 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  their  hopes  will  be  realised. 


The  same  remarks  might  be  made  in  reference  to  an  Out-patient 
Department,  for  with  a large  factory  population  in  the  town  and 
district  many  minor  accidents  must  necessarily  take  place,  and  as 
these  more  than  frequently  take  place  outside  the  doctors’  surgery- 
hours  the  patients  necessarily  flock  to  the  Hospital  in  order  to  obtain 
first  aid.  The  out-patients  attending  in  this  way  numbered  132.  The 
present  accommodation  for  dealing  with  these  cases  is  also  quite 
inadequate,  but  1 am  pleased  to  report  that  plans  have  already  been 
submitted  to  the  Committee  for  the  erection  of  a new  Out-patients’ 
Department  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases,  and  that  it  will  not  be 
long  before  the  same  will  be  carried  out.

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One  must  not  forget  to  mention  in  connection  with  this  Institution 
the  impoitaut  and  arduous  work,  at  all  hours  and  in  all  weathers, 
carried  on  by  the  District  Nurse,  when  it  is  stated  that  during  the 
past  > ear  5-59°  visits  were  paid  by  her  at  the  home  of  those  who  re- 
quired her  services.  Rightly  can  it  be  said  that  the  Cottage  Hospi'al 
is  a boon  and  blessing  to  the  inhabitants  of  Hinckley  and  District. 
Dui ing  the  past  year  h deaths  took  place  m the  Hospital,  as  compared 
with  9 deaths  in  1912.  I his  is  really  a very  low  death  rate  considering 
the  severity  of  the  illnesses  and  accidents  dealt  with.  Of  these  deaths 
2 were  male-;  and  6 females,  all  being  Hinckley  residents  except  1 
female  from  Earl  Shilton  and  1 female  from  Barwell. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was 
1 1 5.  As  in  1912  1 have  to  report  that  on  4 occasions  the  same  patient 
has  been  notified  twice,  so  that  the  nett  notifications  should  be  in.  as 
compared  with  the  nett  notifications  151  in  1912.  Of  those  notifie  I 
6 were  cases  of  Diphtheria,  15  cases  of  Erysipelas,  r4  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  1 case  of  Typhoid,  57  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
22  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  disease  still  lies  dormant,  no  ca-e 
having  come  under  observation  during  the  past  year,  but  it  1^  well 
to  know  that  the  Leicestershire  Small  Pox  Hospital  Committee  can 
always  deal  with  cases  at  one  of  their  Hospitals  if  occasion  should  arise. 

Last  year  we  were  congratulating  outselves  on  the  fact  that  not  a 
single  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  1912,  but  this  year  we 
have  a different  tale  to  tell,  for  during  the  year  1913  there  were  6 cases 
notified,  4 of  these  being  between  5 and  15  years  of  age,  and  2 between 
15  njid  25  years  of  age.  Two  of  these  cases  attacked  2 friends,  and 
here  no  doubt  direct  contact  must  have  been  the  cause,  though  the 
cause  given  by  them  was  bathing  in  the  canal  and  swallowing  some 
of  the  water.  One  fell  within  14  days  of  the  other.  In  every  case 
the  milk  supply  was  enquired  into,  but  no  fault  could  be  detected. 
The  sanitarv  arrangements  of  the  dwellings  in  which  these  case-  took 
place  were  also  inspected,  but  no  defects  were  discovered.  Advantage 
was  taken  of  the  free  bacteriological  examination  provided  by  the 
County  Council  in  all  doubtful  or  suspicious  cases.  Antitoxin  is  now 
supplied  to  any  practitioner  who  requires  it,  a stock  of  which  is  always 
stored  by  me.  Four  of  the  case:-  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, the  other  2 being  isolated  at  home. 

There  wa-  only  1 case  notified,  a girl  of  14  years  of  age,  in 
December.  This  case  unfortunately  proved  fatal.  No  sanitary  defect 
was  found  in  the  house,  and  the  milk  supply  was  above  suspicion.  In 
making  enquiries  of  the  notifying  practitioner  he  informed  me  that 
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he  had  some  doubt  as  to  whether  it  was  a true  case  of  Typhoid.  If 
such  was  the  case  it  i-  a gratifying  improvement  on  the  year  1912, 
when  there  were  13  cases  notified  ; and  this,  I may  venture  to  remark, 
goes  far  to  prove  my  -tatement  on  the  Sanitary  administration  of 
the  town. 


Very  few  cases  of  Measles  came  under  notice  during  the  year,  and  Measles, 
no  death  took  place,  as  compared  with  1 in  1912. 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  notifications  of  this  Puerperal  Fever 
■disease  during  the  last  3 years.  However,  2 deaths  occurred  in  con- 
nection with  Pregnancy,  1 from  Puerperal  Septicaemia  and  1 from 
the  Albuminuria  of  Pregnancy,  both  these  deaths  taking  place  outside 
the  district. 


There  were  1 5 cases  notified  during  the  past  year,  as  compared  Erysipelas, 
with  iq  in  1 Q12.  There  were  no  deaths.  All  the  houses  were  in- 
spected, but  no  Sanitary  defects  were  discovered.  I have  read  during 
the  past  year  many  discussions  as  to  whether  it  is  necessary  that 
this  disease  should  any  longer  be  notifiable,  but  if  it  does  nothing  else 
it  has  often  been  the  means  of  discovering  insanitary  conditions  either 
at  the  house  or  street  in  which  the  patient  resides. 


1 his  loathsome  disease  has  been  with  us  again  during  the  past  Pertussis, 
year.  It  is  difficult  really  to  know  how  many  children  have  been 
affected,  for  unless  complications  ensue  parents  as  a rule  do  not  usually 
ask  for  medical  advice,  for  they  consider  that  a child  must  have  it 
(like  measles)  sometime  or  other.  There  were  2 deaths  in  children 
under  5 years  of  age  as  compared  with  4 deaths  in  1912. 

There  were  2 deaths,  1 from  Diarrhoea  and  1 from  Enteritis,  in  Diarrhoea  and 
children  under  3 months  of  age,  as  compared  with  1 death  from  ^Enteritis. 
Enteritis  in  igi2.  These  results  arc  very  gratifying  considering  that 
on  the  tvhole  the  summer  of  1913  was  fairly  warm  and  dry,  conditions 
favourable  to  the  incidence  of  these  diseases. 


There  were  3 deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  cause  in  the  past  year.  influenza. 

For  the  year  191 1 and  the  early  part  of  1912,  I had  to  make  a scarlet  Fever, 
lengthy  report  on  a severe  epidemic  of  this  disease,  which  visited  the 
town,  but  am  glad  to  say  that  the  year  1913  will  not  provide  such 
material,  for  there  w'ere  only  14  cases  notified,  and  the  reason  for  this 
must  be  that  most  of  the  children  of  susceptible  age  must  have  had 
it  during  the  epidemic  mentioned  above.

Cases  occurred  in  every  part  of  the  district,  and  in  every  month 
except  January,  June,  August,  September  and  November.  Thirteen 
of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  other  case 
being  isolated  at  home.  No  deaths  took  place.

On  the  1 st  of  February,  igij,  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Order 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  igia  extended  the  compuisory  notification 
to  cases  of  all  forms  of  Tuberculosfs,  and  thereby  consolidated  the 
three  previous  orders  as  to  the  notification  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
Under  these  new  regulations  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  or  an  officer  of  the  local  authority  acting  under  his  supervision 
to  make  enquiries  as  to  the  source  of  infection  as  weil  as  to  prevent 
the  spread,  and  to  remove  all  conditions  predisposing  to  infection. 


Since  the  National  Insurance  Act  came  into  operation  a scheme 
has  beenprovided  by  the  County  Council  by  which  all  insured  persons 
may  be  treated.  This  consists  of  Sanatorium  Benefit,  under  which 
there  is  provided  a Sanatorium  at  Mowsley  and  a local  dispensary. 
Patients  from  this  district  have  been  treated  at  the  former,  and  at  the 
local  dispensary  out-patients  are  seen  in  consultation,  and  also  for 
treatment,  and  there  are  also  beds  where  patients  can  be  under  the 
observation  of  the  TubercuIosL  Officer.  A good  deal  of  objection  was 
raised  in  connection  with  the  conversion  of  the  Manor  House,  which 
the  National  Insurance  Committee  had  acquired,  into  a Local  Dispen- 
sary, especially  was  this  the  case  from  occupiers  of  dwelling  houses 
in  the  near  vicinity,  as  well  as  workpeople  who  had  to  pass  by  to  get 
to  their  daily  work,  but  according  to  a report  of  the  Departmental 
Committee  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  this  committee  desire  to 
place  on  record  their  opinion  that  a properly  conducted  institution 
is  not  a source  of  danger  to  the  neighbourhood. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  above  scheme  of  treating  1 ubetculosis 
patients  will  in  the  near  future  be  extended  to  non-insured  persons  as 
well,  for  the  whole  object  of  notification  is  to  stamp  out  the  disease, 
and  this  can  only  be  done  by  treating  effectually  all  patients  alike.

There  were  56  cases  (32  mates  and  24  females)  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis notified  during  the  past  year  as  compared  with  42  cases  in  1912. 
As  mentioned  earlier  in  my  report  there  has  been  overlapping  of 
notifications  in  4 instances  of  this  disease,  so  that  the  nett  notifica- 
tions of  Phthisis  should  read  52  cases.

Theie  were  ig  deaths  regi-tered  as  compared  with  22  deaths  in 

1 Q I 2. 

There  were  2 deaths  due  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  namely  1 
due  to  Tubercular  Meningitis,  and  1 due  to  Tubercular  Peritonitis. 


All  the  cases  notified  have  been  visited  by  myself  and  the  Sur- 
veyor, as  well  as  by  a Health  Visitor  under  the  control  of  the 
Leicestershire  County  Council,  and  the  source  of  infection  diligently 
investigated.  Instructions  have  been  given  for  preventing  the  spread 
of  infection,  and  for  removing  any  conditions  predisposing  to  infec- 
tion. Subsequent  visits  have  been  made  to  see  that  the  above 
were  being  carried  out.  Arrangements  for  domiciliary  treatment  are 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Insurance  Committee  as  far  as  insured  persons 
are  concerned.  Some  of  the  defects  that  have  been  discovered  are 
such  as  : —

Paper  peeling  off  walls  on  account  of  dampness; 

Wall  papers  and  ceilings  dirty; 

Outside  walls  upstairs  and  down  damp; 

Plaster  in  some  cases  falling  in;

Cellar  with  water  standing  in  it;

W hen  attention  has  been  drawn  to  these  defects  the  owners  have 
generally  had  the  same  remedied.  Here  again  further  visits  had  to 
be  made  to  see  that  the  work  was  carried  out. 


b rom  the  returns  1 have  received  10  insured  patients  have  been 
received  and  treated  at  the  Mowsley  Sanatorium,  the  same  patient  be- 
ing admitted  on  more  than  one  occasion.  Two  cases  were  sent  to  the 
Western  Hospital,  Torquay,  i to  the  Leicester  Sanatorium  as  she  had 
had  treatment  there  on  a former  occasion,  i at  the  Wensleydale 
Sanatorium.  The  Council,  as  in  the  past,  supply  disinfectants  to  all 
patients  on  request  of  the  same.  All  houses  where  death  has  taken 
place  or  where  patients  have  moved  to  another  house,  have  been 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  were  23  deaths  registered  in  1913,  17  of  these  being  due  to 
Bronchitis,  3 to  Pneumonia,  2 to  Pleurisy,  and  1 to  Asthma,  as  com- 
pared with  34  deaths  in  igi2.  Five  deaths  took  place  in  February 
from  Bronchitis.  Six  of  the  deaths  from  Bronchitis  took  place  in 
infants  under  1 year  of  age.  This  on  the  whole  is  a great  improve- 
ment on  former  years. 

There  were  9 deaths  due  to  the  various  forms  of  Cancer  during 
the  past  year  (1  death  in  every  19),  as  against  11  deaths  (1  death  in 
every  16)  in  1912.  A decrease  of  2 deaths.  Where  occupiers  desire  it 
the  Council  are  always  willing  to  undertake  the  disinfecting  of  houses 
where  death  from  this  disease  has  taken  place. 

There  were  8 deaths  registered  during  the  past  year  a-  against  3 
deaths  in  1912. 

There  were  20  deaths  notified  all  in  children  under  1 year  of  age, 
as  compared  with  17  in  1912.  Eight  deaths  were  due  to  Premature 
Birth,  2 to  Congenital  Malformation,  8 due  to  Debility  and  Marasmus, 
and  2 due  to  Dentition. 

There  were  19  deaths  registered  due  to  the  various  forms  of  Heart 
Disease,  as  compared  with  25  deaths  registered  in  1913-

By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  dated  August  15th, 
1912,  the  abve  diseases  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  Infectious  Dis- 
eases in  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889.  The  Order 
requires  that  every  medical  practitioner  who  notifies  a case  of  Cerebro 
Spinal  Fever  or  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  shall  state  on  the  certificate  the 
age  and  sex  of  the  patient,  and  the  date  of  the  onset  of  the  disease. 
The  Order  came  into  operation  on  September  1st,  1912.

The  supply  at  Snarestone  still  remains  satisfactory  and  abundant,  . „ 

and  from  analysis  is  quite  fit  for  drinking  purposes.  During  the  year 
15  samples  of  water  mostly  from  properties  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  district  were  analysed  of  which  9 were  condemned  and  8 wells 
closed.  In  fact  there  are  only  about  30  properties  in  the  district  which 
are  not  connected  up  with  the  town  water  mains  for  the  reason  that 
no  mains  are  near  enough. 


An  occasional  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  of  smells  Sewers 
arising  from  the  town  sewers,  and  this  was  remedied  by  more  frequent 
flushing.  I wish,  however,  to  draw  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  at  present  no  efficient  system  of  ventilation  of  the  sewers, 
and  this  matter  must  soon  occupy  the  Council’s  consideration.  What 
is  required  is  the  erection  of  proper  ventilating  shafts  at  all  dead  ends 
and  at  the  highest  points  of  each  sewer  in  the  town.  This  matter  has 
been  called  attention  to  by  me  in  my  former  reports.

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I am  pleased  to  note  that  the  new  main  outfall  sewer  in  Regent 
Stiect  and  Rugby  Road  is  now  near  completion,  so  that  the  flooding  of 
this  district  should  now  cease. 

A gi eat  amount  of  inspection  work  has  again  been  done  during  the 
pear,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town, 
and  the  effect  of  the  same  may  be  seen  from  the  detailed  statement 
which  appears  in  the  Surveyor's  report,  a copy  of  which  has  been  sent 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

One  chief  matter  of  note  is  tfh c general  disappearance  of  the  old 
ashpit,  which  we  now  persuade  all  owners  to  abandon,  in  place  of 
which  C -ubstituted  galvanised  iron  bins.  As  regards  the  conversion 
of  pan  closets  and  privies  into  water  c.osets,  of  which  there  still  remain 
a few,  we  were  again  successful  in  obtaining  the  conversion  of  twelve. 
This  work  can  only  be  done  by  persuasion,  except  in  such  cases 
where  the  existing  buildings  are  dilapidated  and  structurally  unfit,  in 
which  ca-e  a statutory  notice  may  be  served.  The  removal  of  ashpit 
refuse  at  night  time  has  been  a great  improvement  over  the  former 
way  of  tipping  it  in  the  streets  previous  to  carting,  and  the  provision 
of  skips  in  connection  with  this  matter  has  also  proved  a distinct  ad- 
vantage. It  might  be  here  mentioned  that  the  number  of  privies  con- 
verted into  water  closets  during  the  past  year  was  3,  and  the  number 
of  pail  closets  converted  into  wmter  closets  12.  The  number  of  ash- 
pits substituted  by  ashbins  12.  Fifty  two  ashbins  were  provided  to 
newr  houses. 

I have  again  to  report  further  progress  in  connection  with  this 
work.  Altogether  138  additional  houses  have  been  inspected  by  the 
Surveyor  and  myself,  bringing  the  total  inspected  from  the  date  of 
putting  the  Act  into  operation  to  664.  At  149  houses  repairs  were  car 
lied  out  during  the  year  by  the  owners,  such  numbers  including  pro- 
perties for  w'hich  notices  were  served  during  1912.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  repairs  were  in  hand  at  79  houses,  and  in  only  3 cases  were  no 
repairs  found  necessary.  Only  1 house  was  closed  during  the  year, 
and  that  voluntarily.  A full  and  tabulated  statement  in  connection 
with  this  matter  appears  in  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector’s  Report. 

The  chief  matters  which  were  found  to  require  attention  in  the 
houses  inspected  were  the  limewashing  and  painting  of  rooms,  the 
floors  of  kitchens  and  sculleries,  windows  not  made  to  open,  the  outside 
pavings,  and  provision  of  suitable  receptacles  for  house  refuse.  As 
regards  the  neccssitv  of  the  twelve  workmen’s  houses  now  being  erected 
by  the  Council  as  a first  portion  of  a housing  scheme,  I am  informed 
that  there  were  over  60  applications  for  these  houses,  such  fact  proving 
the  statement  I made  at  the  Local  Government  enquiry  in  connection 
with  the  loan  for  the  12  houses,  that  more  like  100  houses  and  not

12  were  required.  I have  inspected  the  houses  now  erected  by  the 
Council,  har  ing  taken  a great  interest  in  them,  and  1 am  exceedingly 
pleased  with  the  planning  and  design  of  the  same,  and  the  accommo- 
dation provided  is  quite  ample.  The  ventilation,  drainage,  air  space, 
etc.,  is  quite  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  public  health,  and  I only- 
regret  that  private  speculators  have  not  copied  the  design  and  style  of 
these  houses,  for  in  my  opinion  they  are  infinitely  better  than  the 
ordinary  or  stock  type  of  6-roomcd  house.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the 
Council  have  now  decided  to  erect  an  additional  16  workmen  s dwellings 
of  the  same  type  as  the  first  12,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  number 
will  further  be  increased  gradually. 

Although  no  complaints  have  been  received  as  regards  the  effluent 
being  discharged  into  the  Sketchier  brook,  yet  it  is  now  fully  recog- 
miseld  by  the  Council  that  within  a short  time  an  entirely  new  system 
of  treatment  must  be  adopted  at  a considerable  initial  expense.  The 
experimental  trickle  bed  which  was  put  down  last  year  has  proved  that 
filtration  by  percolation  is  far  better  than  by  broad  irrigation,  and 
appears  to  be  the  only  way  of  effectually  treating  sewage  and  producing 
a satisfactory  effluent.  There  is  no  doubt  that  within  a few  years  time 
the  sewage  must  be  treated  by  means  of  percolating  filters. 

The  tipping  of  the  refuse  at  the  farm  still  continues,  and  at  present 
presents  a most  unsightly  and  insanitary  appearance.  The  question 
of  a Refuse  Destructor,  which  I have  advocated  yearly,  appears  now  to 
be  an  absolute  necessity,  and  I believe  a scheme  will  shortly  be  pre- 
ented  to  the  Council  for  their  consideration,  such  scheme  including  a 
Destructor  and  a new  Engine  House  and  Plant,  etc.,  at  the  farm.  The 
steam  generated  from  the  Destructor  will  be  used  for  driving  the 

engines  and  pumps  to  lift  the  sewage  on  to  the  filters  or  land,  as  the 

case  may  be.  and  so  abolish  the  now  costly  method  of  pumping  by  gas 
engine.  I can  only  hope  this  scheme  will  readily  be  adopted  by  the 
Council,  and  thus  obviate  a great  nuisance  which  has  necessarily  in 
creased  tremendously  in  late  years  by  reason  of  the  growth  of  the  town. 

The  number  of  Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  register  remain- 
the  same  as  last  year,  and  no  serious  nuisances  have  been  detected. 
Five  factories  have  during  the  year  been  provided  with  additional 
means  of  exit.  Generally  speaking  the  whole  of  the  Factories  in  the 
town  are  kept  in  a good  and  clean  condition. 

There  are  16  bakehouses  in  the  town,  and  these  * *vc  periodically 
bcen  inspected  by  the  Surveyor  and  myself.  No  w-ritten  notices  have 

been  served,  and  only  in  one  or  two  instances  has  it 

been  found  necesary  to  call  attention  to  minor  matters  such  as  lime- 
washing, etc.,  and  such  work  w-as  readily  carried  out  by  the  occupiers.

The  slaughter  houses  in  the  town  since  their  remodelling  are  in 
an  excellent  condition.  1 here  are  at  present  7,  and  no  new  licenses 
were  granted  during  the  past  year.  Frequent  visits  have  been  made, 
and  it  was  not  found  necessary  in  any  case  to  complain  about  the  state 
of  the  buildings.  In  one  case,  however,  attention  had  to  be  called 
to  the  delay  in  the  removal  of  the  offal,  etc.  There  is  no  reason 
now  why  there  should  be  any  cause  for  complaint  provided  the  occupiers 
of  these  premises  conduct  their  business  in  a proper  manner. 

A great  amount  of  work  was  clone  in  connection  with  these  premises 
last  year;  in  fact  more  than  ever  attempted  before.  The  number  on 
the  Register  is  as  follows: — 

21  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and  Purveyors. 

7 Cowkeepers  and  Dairymen. 

2 Cowkeepers.

After  inspecting  the  farm  buildings,  which  are  scattered  some 
miles  over  the  whole  district,  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  12 
statutory  notices  for  various  repairs,  of  which  6 have  been  carried 
out,  and  the  remaining  6 are  either  being  carr’ed 
out  or  are  in  hand.  Samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis  at  all 
the  farms,  and  7 were  condemned  for  drinking  purposes.  Where  the 
repairs  have  actually  been  carried  out  the  owner  has  been  the  first  to 
admit  the  necessity  for  the  same,  although  in  some  cases  the  work  has 
entailed  a large  expenditure.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  farm  premises 
inspected  were  generally  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  as  regards 
paving,  drainage,  ventilation,  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  etc,  and  re- 
quired to  be  rectified.  There  are  still  a few  farms  to  be  inspected, 
and  these  will  be  undertaken  during  the  coming  year.  The  milkshops 
in  the  town  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  but  no  serious 
matter  has  been  detected,  but  as  stated  before  not  a great  quantity  of 
milk  is  kept  at  these  shops,  for  if  so  some  other  measures  would  then 
have  to  be  taken  to  enforce  the  provision  of  a separate  and  proper 
room  for  the  storage  of  the  milk.  The  rules  which  I set  forth  in  my 
report  for  1912  have  been  complied  with  as  far  as  practicable,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  further  powers  are  required  by  law  to  rigidly 
enforce  them. 

The  2 Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  town  have  been  inspected 
periodically,  and  I am  pleased  to  state  the  whole  of  the  premises  and 
surroundings  arc  kept  in  an  excellent  condition.  I might  add  that 
since  the  registration  of  these  houses  it  has  not  been  found  necessary 
to  serve  any  notice  in  respect  of  any  matter  whatever,  or  report  any- 
thing in  connection  with  the  premises  to  the  Council. 
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The  whole  of  the  Schools  in  the  town  were  inspected,  and  the  schools, 
usual  detailed  statement  in  connection  therewith  forwarded  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  several  instances,  however,  al- 
though attention  was  called  to  various  minor  sanitary  matters  a year 
ago,  nothing  has  yet  been  done.  However,  I car.  state  that  the  whole 
of  the  schools  in  the  town  are  generally  in  a good  condition,  both  as 
regards  the  buildings  themselves  and  the  outbuildings  and  playgrounds. 

The  water  supply  in  all  case;  is  from  the  town  water  mains. 


This  work  has  been  conducted  as  usual  during  the  past  year.  Inspection 
In  4 cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  the  articles  in  question,  Foolis. 
namely,  3 consignments  of  tinned  food  and  one  of  shell  fish.  The 
weekly  market  is  inspected  each  Monday,  but  nothing  was  detected  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption  during  the  year. 


I can  venture  to  add  in  conclusion,  and  with  all  due  modesty,  that 
the  town  of  Hinckley  is  well  looked  after  regularly  and  systematically 
in  its  sanitary  administration.  Complaints  will  always  be  received, 
and  these  have  been  much  fewer  than  in  the  past,  and  have  always  been 
readily  attended  to  and  remedied.  In  fact  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  to  their  credit  to  expeditiously  attend  to  any  nuisance  or 
complaint  of  nuisance,  however  trivial,  especially  as  nowadays  the 
general  public  are  fully  alive  to  proper  sanitation,  and  I can  truthfully 
state  that  in  no  case  has  a complaint  in  the  past  year  been  received 
twice  in  respect  of  the  same  matter.

The  Staff 
remains  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.,  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector,  the 
Assistant  Surveyor,  and  the  Waterworks  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
to  them  I wish  to  extend  my  best  thanks  for  their  valuable  help,  freely 
and  willingly  given  at  all  times.  I append  the  usual  tables  as  required 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  beg  to  remain,  gentlemen,
